Underage Exposure 

Three men, including a brazen public-library abuser, get 

punished for kiddie porn 


W hen David Lavern Paine drove 
his beat-up, American, economy 
car to the Foothill Ranch Public 
Library just after noon on Oct. 6,2010, the 
senior citizen planned to commit a sex 
crime in public. Clueless that an amateur 
detective tailed him, 
Paine entered the 
library, walked to 
the public computer 
station and, without 
any sense of shame, 
began searching for 
child pornography 
on the Internet. 
Paine’s suspicious 
wife—the person 
who’d followed 
him—snuck behind 
him to see one of 
the first images that delighted her husband 
that day: a naked girl of about 11 years old 
being violated by an erect adult male. 

Spouses often remain mum about their 
partner’s nefarious activities, but this 
lady notified investigators at the Orange 
County Sheriff’s Department (OCSD). 
According to court records, deputies later 
questioned Paine, who admitted to view¬ 
ing “some girl stuff... a couple of sexy 
ones ... bestiality... I have always had a 
thing, I don’t know, about how anybody 
could do that, a woman especially, you 
know.” But when the officers confronted 
him about consuming child porn, Paine 
refused to concede the point. “As far as I 
know, [the websites] say [the females] are 
all 18 or above.” 

It’s not clear why deputies didn’t arrest 
Paine, but a long nightmare subsequently 
began for area librarians. On numerous 


occasions, they or startled patrons would 
walk by and see graphic, hardcore sex 
videos or what appeared to be child por¬ 
nography on his computer screen. Stern 
lectures from the offended might end a 
day’s risque Internet cruising for Paine. 
Then, days or weeks later, as if daring the 
criminal-justice system to target him, he’d 
return to those libraries and resume his 
sick hobby. 

The Paine case—more on its disturbing 
conclusion in a moment—is one of three 
April criminal matters inside the Ronald 
Reagan Federal Courthouse in which the 
lure of child pornography proved insa¬ 
tiable to men despite harsh consequences: 
A judge publicly labels you a sex offender. 
Neighbors don’t wave hello anymore. 
Employers decide you need a new job. 
Police won’t let you enjoy a public park, 
and while you’re paying for the crime in 
prison, inmates prone to violence consider 
you on par with a cockroach. Murderers 
are afforded more respect. 

This dismal future awaits longtime Dis¬ 
neyland employee Kile Golder, who has 
directed no-budget, alternative short films 
for broadcasts of The Darkest Hours, a 
self-styled “campy, kooky” satire on social 
norms in Southern California. In 2012, fed¬ 
eral agents arrested the Huntington Beach 
man, who otherwise lived his life crime- 
free, for collecting more than 2,250 child- 
porn pictures and 1,500 child-porn videos. 
Undercover police investigators monitor¬ 
ing peer-to-peer file-sharing programs on 
the Internet reported the 31-year-old was a 
frequent participant in trading lewd mate¬ 
rial with other collectors. 

During an interrogation, Golder—who 
reportedly doesn’t drink alcohol or smoke 


cigarettes—admitted the thought of sexual 
contact with a child aroused him, a senti¬ 
ment that helps to explain some of the 
recovered images. He’d secretly filmed a 
neighbor’s middle-school-aged boys play¬ 
ing in their pool and urinating outside. 
According to a Department of Justice 
report, Golder’s collection also included 
photographs of men anally penetrating 
“babies and toddlers,” as well as one pic¬ 
ture of a rope-bound, nude, prepubescent 
boy. A large stick had been shoved into the 
child’s anus. 

Brandon Thurman, this month’s third 
child-porn offender, lost a Vons grocery- 
store job following his 2012 arrest. For 
years, Thurman, a regular church volun¬ 
teer, used the Internet-chat-room moniker 
“Happy One” to collect explicit images of 
children engaged in sex. One of his alleged 
suppliers used the name “DemonDaddy.” 

Thurman, 29, is also tied to Disney¬ 
land. In the summer of 2008, he and a 
group of fellow child-pornography col¬ 
lectors from around the nation met for 
some version of fun at the internationally 
famous, family amusement park, accord¬ 
ing to a law-enforcement report. During 
a 2009 raid, officers found Thurman in 
possession of 20 illegal images. But the 
true size of his collection may have been 
enormous. Before agents could secure 
evidence, Thurman, hailed as a delightful, 
God-fearing son by his mother, destroyed 
numerous compact discs and two com¬ 
puter hard drives. 

While Golder and Thurman operated in 
private, Paine performed his lewd endeav¬ 
ors at public libraries because a 2004 
child-porn-possession conviction required 
government monitoring of his home 
computers. (During that investigation, he 
admitted to cops that he enjoyed images 
of girls as young as 5 years old engaged in 
oral sex.) His previously mentioned 2010 
contact with sheriff’s deputies hadn’t been 
a deterrent either. 

Thirteen months later, a weary staffer 
at the Aliso Viejo Public Library saw 


a heavyset man wearing a white polo 
shirt and green shorts who was eager to 
enter as soon as she unlocked the doors 
at 10 a.m. on Nov. 30, 2011. The librarian 
watched Paine walk directly to public 
computer station No. 16 and type Inter¬ 
net search commands for such terms as 
“gay young black boy,” “Russian young 
girls,” “underage” and “preteen pussy.” 

To view the results—many allegedly on 
Dizzyporn.com—he opened multiple 
browser windows, viewable by any¬ 
body nearby. In fact, the librarian called 
deputies while Paine—who forced an 
8-year-old girl to fondle him in the early 
1980s—gaped at an image of an adult 
male performing oral sex on a girl who 
appeared to be 13 years old, according to 
an OCSD investigative report. An arriv¬ 
ing deputy confronted him, secured the 
computer for forensic analysis and asked 
why he watched porn in a library. Paine 
answered, “Because it’s available.” 

Three federal judges in Orange County 
punished Paine, Thurman and Golder, and 
none was lenient. Judge David O. Carter 
sentenced Thurman—who used his moth¬ 
er’s declining health for sympathy—to a 
term of 60 months in federal prison, plus 
20 years of supervised probation. Judge 
Josephine Staton Tucker handed Golder— 
who also used his mother’s declining 
health for sympathy—a term of 78 months, 
plus 10 years of probation. But Judge Cor- 
mac J. Carney doled out the most severe 
punishment: The 69-year-old Paine won a 
120-month trip to prison. After he emerges 
back into society as he prepares to turn 80, 
he will spend the rest of his life forced to 
submit to potential, round-the-clock, war¬ 
rantless inspections by federal agents. 

Doomsday hasn’t yet arrived for Golder 
and Thurman; they’ve been ordered to self¬ 
surrender to the U.S. Marshal for imprison¬ 
ment on, respectively, May 3 and May 10. 
Paine, who requires an electronic-breathing 
apparatus, is presently housed at the Met¬ 
ropolitan Detention Center in Los Angeles.

NBFF ORGANIZERS SCALE BACK TO MEET FESTIVALGOER DEMANDS, 

SHORTER & 

REDUCE TECHNICAL GLITCHES AND IMPROVE QUALITY 

UNCUT

T he first —or close to the first—filmmakers I ever interviewed were these 
two guys who had made a couple of short films and were just then break¬ 
ing out their first feature. We were all around the same age; one fellow had 
gone to high school in Newport Beach while the other graduated in Laguna 
Beach, but they had not met until college, at UC Berkeley, if memory serves. 

Anyway, Scott McGehee and David Siegel were nice guys, intelligent, articu¬ 
late and very serious about their little indie, black-and-white, mistaken-iden¬ 
tity thriller Suture, which hit the festival circuit in 1993. It was about a luckless 
fellow who agrees to assume his wealthy half-brother’s identity, but then loses 
his memory and is disfigured after his bro tries to blow him up (so the villain, 
who’d already murdered his father, could essentially kill himself off). 

The plot had all the great elements of modern noir, but the greatest twist of 
all involved the casting. The bad half-brother was played by Caucasian actor 
Michael White; Dennis Haysbert, before he was cast as the first African-Amer¬ 
ican president on 24 and the Allstate Insurance pitchman, gave a hauntingly 
tortured performance as the good half-brother. None of the other characters, 
including the blast victim’s doctor, played by thirty something’s Mel Harris, 
notice that Haysbert is black and White is, uh, white. It was up to the audience 
to watch colorblind to appreciate a ripping good yarn. 

McGehee and Siegel would go on to make better-known pictures that unfold 
slowly, just as the films of the European masters who no doubt still influence 
them. Their next film, 2001’s The Deep End, is a murky gem with Tilda Swinton 
playing a Tahoe City mother who tries to cover up what she believes to be her 
high-school-senior son’s murder of his gay lover. That was followed in 2005 
by the filmmakers’ much-lauded Bee Season, in which the marriage of Richard 
Gere and Juliette Binoche falls apart while their daughter, played by an amaz¬ 
ing young actress named Flora Cross, competes in a spelling bee. 

Compared with Suture, The Deep End and Bee Season were fairly tradi¬ 
tional, but McGehee and Siegel’s next project, 2008’s Uncertainty, returned 
them to unusual storytelling form: Joseph Gordon-Levitt and Lynn Collins 
are a young couple with a child on the way who run off in different direc¬ 
tions on the Brooklyn Bridge. Each reach separate realities, with one having 
them visiting her family in Brooklyn, and the other getting them involved 
with a criminal in Manhattan. 


What Maisie Knew, McGehee and Siegel’s latest, is a modern retelling of the 
Henry James novel, starring Julianne Moore, Alexander Skarsgard and Steve 
Coogan. It’s also a Spotlight selection on April 26 at the 14th annual Newport 
Beach Film Festival (NBFF). I haven’t seen it, but I am confident it’s the kind 
of uncompromising work the fest and filmmakers are known for. (Festival pro¬ 
gramming director Amanda Salazar told me it’s “challenging.”) What Maisie 
Knew is also the kind of film that rose to the top when programmers of the 
April 25-May 2 NBFF made their final selections based on this cue from previ¬ 
ous audiences: Give us less. 


Y EARS OF growing what’s become one of Orange County’s top cultural 
events since its 1999 founding—out of the ashes of the Newport Beach 
International Film Festival—led to more and more short and full-length 
feature, documentary, and/or foreign films being programmed, until the 400- 
film mark routinely appeared in the festival’s rearview mirror. 

This year, there will be about 350 films from more than 50 countries. The 
reduced count is not because of a poorer quality of submissions—quite the 
opposite, according to Salazar. She explains that in the past, finding screen 
time for 400-plus films required multiple showings at earlier weekday hours 
over the multiday event. Those were, frankly, hard to sell and lightly attended. 
Showing that many films at several different venues—Fashion Island, Edwards 
Big Newport, Triangle Square, Orange County Museum of Art, Sage Hill High 
School, the Port, the Lido—also presented technical problems, as finished (or 
nearly so) entries arrived at the festival office in various formats. Not all venues 
were open before the 2012 festival to test the flicks on the various projectors. 
Despite crossed fingers at the public screenings, glitches wound up canceling 
some showings. 

Then came the customer surveys, which indicated a desire for more screen¬ 
ings on weekdays, when people can actually make them: after 5 p.m. In recent 
years, the festival had at least four screens showing films beginning around 3 
p.m. on weekdays. So, for 2013, the decision was made to take this baby step 
toward a brave, new, less-is-more world: Nothing is being shown before 5:30 p.m.

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A FEW GOOD FILMS 

THIS YEAR'S NBFF OFFERS SOME DON'T-MISS DEBUTS

T his year's Newport Beach Film Festival 
schedule boasts an impressive array of 
independent documentaries and features 
that could be major Oscar contenders, so 
this is the chance to see them before their 
wide release. The opening-night lineup 
includes the West Coast premiere of one 
such film, the Green Day documentary 
Broadway Idiot Four years in the making, 
the documentary follows the band mem¬ 
bers through individual highs and lows as 
they produce their first musical on Broad¬ 
way, American Idiot , which went on to win 
numerous Tony Awards. 

Speaking of music documentaries, In 
Your Dreams: Stevie Nicks, a self-directed 
effort by Nicks and music producer Dave 
Stewart, focuses on the two as they pro¬ 
duce the Fleetwood Mac songstress' next 
solo album, also called In Your Dreams. 
Various camera formats capture the 
creative process and Nicks' personal life 
through exclusive interviews, creating a 
new visual portrait of the long-beloved 
singer and bewitching personality. 

Highly recommended is the skate 
documentary The Signal Hill Speed Run. 

In the 1970s, Hang Glider magazine edi¬ 
tor Jim O'Mahoney searched for a new, 
safer sport to focus on after realizing the 
dangers of hang gliding. Setting his sights 
on skateboarding, he starts the first Signal 
Hill Speed Run, taking place on a danger¬ 
ously steep road in Signal Hill, which is 
surrounded by Long Beach. Daredevils 
who survived the drop would cement their 
names in the history of the race, which 
would come to earn a reputation as the 
most dangerous challenge skateboarders 
would ever face. 

Among other documentaries to watch 
for are Out of Print, which focuses on 
the decline of printed book production 
after the advent of digital technology and 
e-books, and Youth of Yangon, a short 
film on the challenges young teenagers in 
Myanmar face as they search for the per¬ 
fect skate park. 

Brothers Adam and Evan Beamer bring 
their latest directorial venture, In Security, 
to the festival for the first Friday-night 
Spotlight. Best friends Kevin (Ethan Embry) 
and Bruce (Michael Gladis) own a fledgling 
home-security business struggling to stay 
afloat against a big corporate competi¬ 
tor and the challenges of location: They 
are in "the safest town in America." The 
duo decide that in order to turn business 
around, it's time to take action; they begin 


breaking into homes, prompting home- 
owners to hit them up for their services. 

The pair is able to evade suspicion from 
authorities and all goes well, until one heist 
victim turns out to be a ruthless drug lord 
(Cary Elwes). 

Gladis is best known for his role on the 
hit AMC show Mad Men as Paul Kinsey, the 
ad man with an ambition for artistic fame. 
Here, he steals the show as Bruce, the 
overly passionate security salesman with 
a penchant for weapons and video games. 
Gladis' Bruce is somewhere between Jack 
Black slacker and nerd, but always a hilari¬ 
ous sidekick to Embry's straight man. Elwes 
has completely rid himself of his likeable, 
nice-guy image to turn into a creepy Chris¬ 
topher Walken-style villain. Clea Duvall is 
also spectacular as Lena, Kevin's clear¬ 
headed girlfriend. Smaller appearances by 
Ving Rhames, Alan Arkin, Jim O'Heir (from 
Parks and Recreation) and Ed Begley Jr. 
round out this fantastic cast. 

The festival brings some international 
flavor through 11 Spotlight films in four 
nights, starting with the Irish spotlight 
film The O'Brien's, a film about a wid¬ 
ower summoning his family together for 
an unexpected announcement. From 
Australia, Drift rides along with brothers 
Jimmy (Xavier Samuel) and Andy (Myles 
Pollard), who, after being abandoned by 
their mother, begin to develop their skills 
as surfers. Twelve years later, the family 
is deep in debt, and the brothers decide 
to venture into a surf-gear business. How¬ 
ever, Jimmy's criminal past could prevent 
them from finally achieving the life they 
have always wanted. In Key of Life, the 
festival's Japanese Spotlight, depressed 
actor Sakurai meets a mysterious stranger 
who suffers amnesia after an accident. 
Taking advantage of the situation, Sakurai 
switches identities with the prosperous 
older man, not realizing he is actually a 
dangerous crime boss. 

The final Spotlight film of the festival 
comes just in time for the upcoming Cinco 
de Mayo holiday. As part of the Latino 
showcase, Mexico's 5 de Mayo, La Batalla 
(May 5: The Battle ) dramatizes the leg¬ 
endary battle between a small army of 
Mexican soldiers led by General Zaragoza 
against the French army in the town of 
Puebla. This film should be a great way to 
learn about the holiday's backstory, while 
the subsequent after- party allows for an 
early celebration.

end stays the same (programming begins 
at 11 a.m. both days); April 29 and 30 have 
three films going off sometime in the 3 
o’clock hour. Then on May 1 and 2, it’s 
back up to four, although some are repeats 
of films that screened earlier in the week. 

“We’re trying it out,” said Salazar, who 
has assumed the director’s role previously 
occupied by her colleague Erik Forssell. He 
became the all-new director of operations 
to ensure (fingers crossed until numb) each 
showing goes off without a hitch. Forssell 
told me his first order of business was to 
ban projector-munching Blu-rays. 

The narrower window of screen time 
cut the number of full-length feature 
films from 167 last year to 120 for 2013, 
but to hear associate programming direc¬ 
tor Max Naylor tell it, that produced an 
unintended Easter egg: improved over¬ 
all cinematic quality. Looking over the 
lineup, Salazar said she was struck by 
how the festival has returned to its indie- 
cinema-celebrating roots. 

Not that it was easy. Staffers and vol¬ 
unteers who screen the thousands and 
thousands of submissions made it to April 
with scars from the battles they waged to 
ensure their favorite films made the cut. 
And they weren’t always winning battles. 

Dennis Baker, the director of short- 
film programming, says he and his min¬ 
ions cut back a thousand submissions to 
what they believed to be a solid slate of 
280. They were then told to keep whit¬ 
tling. The list is now down to 176 shorts, 
but Baker confides many that were 
tossed would have easily made the cut in 
previous years. “It was very tough,” he 
says, still shaking his head. 

Don’t worry, cinephiles. There will 
still be the same number of weekend 
Spotlight films and weekday international 
Spotlights and the Disney rarities and the 
Chuck Jones ’toons and Muppet movies 
and MacGillivray Freeman shorts and 
perhaps the best-ever John Wayne film 
(The Searchers), as well as the youth, 
high school and collegiate showcases; 
the seminars with industry insiders; 
the music-film series; the action-sports 
series; the art and architectural series; 
the environmental films—and on and on. 
Though fewer, there will still be various 
shorts programs, but debuting this year 
are music videos through a new partner¬ 
ship with OC Music Awards. 

And don’t worry, hearty partiers. 
Reducing the number of overall screen¬ 
ings did not lead to scaling back the galas, 
Spotlight parties, other special events or 
the closing-night blowout. 

It is, in other words, pretty much the 
same. Only less. 


M OST YEARS, the festival opened 
with a feature-length drama or 
comedy, but for 2013, we get 
director Doug Hamilton’s documentary 
Broadway Idiot, which follows the four- 
years-in-the-making Great White Way 
musical based on neo-punk band Green 
Day’s album American Idiot. There is now 
a touring production of the double Tony 
winner. (Speaking of Green Day albums, 


NBFF 2013 also includes as part of its 
music series ;Cuatro!, Tim Wheeler’s 
doc on the creation and recording of the 
band’s musical trilogy Uno!, Dos! and Tre!) 

Billie Joe Armstrong is expected 
on the red carpet before the film rolls 
April 25 at 7:30 p.m. (well, that’s always 
the goal) at Edwards Big Newport in 
Newport Center. The opening-night 
gala afterward in the Fashion Island 
courtyard across the way won’t feature a 
special performance by Armstrong, but 
instead his Bizarro World counterpart, 
Taylor Hicks. The oldest-looking Ameri¬ 
can Idol winner’s show is said to go 
down even more smoothly with compli¬ 
mentary Absolut Vodka with Stella chas¬ 
ers and of small-plate samplings from 35 
Orange County restaurants. 

Tickets to the opening-night screening 
and gala are a steep $175, and you have to 
be 21 to get into the party, which is $100 
to enter if you blow off Broadway Idiot. 
For $500, you can get into everything 
through May 2 with an all-access pass. 

But there are plenty of more affordable 
options for us peons, too. 

S EEING THE festival’s Spotlight films 
is pricier than taking in non-Spot¬ 
light titles—$18 vs. $14—and each 
has a post-party that costs even more to 
enter. But the Spotlights also invariably 
sell out, and though you can find some 
selections further down the festival pro¬ 
gram that will blow your mind, Spotlights 
are usually (but not always) the better 
fest films. 

It begins April 26 with the afore¬ 
mentioned What Maisie Knew, which 
Millennium Films opens in New York 
on May 3 and Los Angeles on May 17. 
There’s also A Single Shot, which was 
directed by David M. Rosenthal (Janie 
Jones), from the novel and screenplay by 
Matthew F. Jones, and stars Sam Rock¬ 
well as a hunter who mistakenly kills a 
young beauty in the woods, finds a stash 
of money while hiding the body, and 
then plays armed cat-and-mouse with 
criminals out for his blood. In Security, 
a dark comedy directed by first-time 
feature helmers Evan and Adam Beamer 
from their script with Craig Hildebrand, 
features an intriguing cast (Cary Elwes, 
Ving Rhames, Ed Begley Jr., and Adam 
and Alan Arkin, included) and a premise 
filled with potential: owners of a fail¬ 
ing home-security company burglar¬ 
ize houses to drum up more business. 
Writer/director Larry Brand’s thriller 
The Girl On the Train follows a docu¬ 
mentary filmmaker (Henry Ian Cusick) 
boarding a train bound for Upstate New 
York to interview the subjects of his 
newest project, but an encounter with 
a mysterious woman takes him on a 
stranger trip. 

Someone picking festival films either 
has a thing for Jason Ritter or the actor 
works enough that he just happens to 
pop up in multiple NBFF selections this 
year and last; he’s in the cast of the April 
27 Spotlight film I Am I, writer/direc-

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tor/star Jocelyn Towne’s drama about a 
young woman who meets her father at 
her mother’s funeral and discovers he 
suffers from a disease that makes him so 
delusional he thinks he’s still 33 and his 
daughter is his wife. 

Director Rob Meltzer’s previous gig in 
the chair was the short film I Am Stamos. 
His feature debut, from a script by first- 
timer Jeff Kauffmann, is the comedy Wel¬ 
come to the Jungle, which has a character 
played by Jean-Claude Van Damme (yep, 
that one) leading a company retreat into 
the jungle, where things go quite awry 
The cast includes not only the aforemen¬ 
tioned Dennis Haysbert, but also solid 
comic actors Adam Brody, Rob Huebel 
and Kristen Schaal. First-time writer/ 
director Josh Boone’s Stuck In Love 
has a family of writers struggling with 
romance: The writer-blocked patriarch 
(Greg Kinnear) spies on his ex-wife (Jen¬ 
nifer Connelly) while getting some on the 
side with his married neighbor (Kristen 
Bell). His aspiring-writer daughter is 
trying to avoid love at all costs, while his 
wannabe-sci-fi writer son sets himself 
up for heartbreak. Rounding out the Sat¬ 
urday Spotlight program is The Iceman 
from director Ariel Vroman, who wrote 
the screenplay with Morgan Land, his 
co-writer on 2005’s Rx. It’s the story of 
true-life contract killer Richard Kuklinski 
(played by the amazing Michael Shan¬ 
non), whose wife and kids had no clue 
what he was up to before he was arrested 
in 1986. Co-stars include Chris Evans, 
James Franco, Ray Liotta, Robert Davi, 
Winona Ryder and David Schwimmer, 
whom Salazar believes deserves an Oscar 
nomination for his performance. “We’re 
very excited to play this,” she says of the 
mob picture. 


T HE SPOTLIGHTS Sunday through 
Wednesday are named for the for¬ 
eign regions or countries that pro¬ 
duced the films. Up first, on April 28, is 
the Irish Spotlight, The O’Brien’s by first¬ 
time directors Emma Gahan Seale and 
Richard Waters from a script by Emmett 
Hughes and Slaine Kelly, who co-star. 

A father summons his daughter and 
two sons home; they fear the worst, and 
secrets are revealed. 

You usually can’t go wrong with the 
Pacific Rim Spotlights. April 29 unlocks 
Key of Life, from Japanese writer/direc¬ 
tor Kenji Uchida, about an out-of-work 
actor meeting a prosperous man who 
conks himself on the head and develops 
amnesia, allowing the actor to step into a 
new role ... without realizing it’s that of 
a killer. Korean writer/director Jo Sung- 
hee brings us A Werewolf Boy, which also 
played at the March Busan West festival 
at Chapman University. It’s about an 
elderly woman thinking back to when 
she was a girl and took in a feral, orphan 
boy who proved to be oh-so-much more. 
Ben Nott and Morgan O’Neill directed 
the Australian documentary Drift, 
which is not about speedy sedans sliding 
sideways, but rather big-wave surfing 
brothers who succeed in the action- 


sports business in the 1970s—until they 
get mixed up with a drug lord. The cast 
includes Sam Worthington ( Avatar, Clash 
of the Titans ). “It’s beautiful, very well- 
acted,” Salazar observes. From China 
comes Jiayi Du’s One Mile Above, which 
is based on the true story of a young man 
from Taiwan who takes up his deceased 
brother’s quest to ride a bicycle from 
Southern China up to Lhasa. He takes off 
unprepared to scale eight major peaks 
of the Himalayas, but at least he has his 
bro’s journal along for inspiration. 

April 30 brings the European Spot¬ 
light films. Those snail-eating French 
are represented by the rom-com Un Plan 
Parfait (Fly Me to the Moon) from direc¬ 
tor Pascal Chaumeil (Heartbreaker). You 
just know this plot will be strip-mined 
by Hollywood: A woman (Diana Kruger 
of Inglourious Basterds) tries to break a 
family curse of all first marriages ending 
in divorce by dragging a random stranger 
(Dany Boon of Welcome to the Sticks) 
down the aisle before her nuptials to her 
boyfriend. Producers are hoping legend¬ 
ary Swedish director Lasse Hallstrom 
(whose Hollywood resume includes 
Cider House Rules, Chocolat and the 
recent Safe Haven) can mirror the cine¬ 
matic success of the adaptations of Stieg 
Larrson’s Millennium series with Lars 
Kepler’s Detective Joona Linna novels. 
Festival audiences will find out with The 
Hypnotist, Sweden’s foreign Oscar sub¬ 
mission, in which the detective teams up 
with a psychologist to draw information 
from a boy whose family was wiped out 
by assassins. Italian director Paolo Geno¬ 
vese’s Immaturi—Il viaggio is actually a 
follow-up to the 2012 NBFF Italian Spot¬ 
light Immaturi (The Immature). In the 
first flick, high-school pals rekindle their 
friendship in adulthood when an error 
forces them to return to re-take final 
exams. The sequel has them vacationing 
in Greece, where twisted personal webs 
are woven. 

The NBFF Latino Spotlight films roll 
on May 1, and the festival concludes the 
following day. Otherwise, there may have 
been a move to hold out four more days 
before running 5 de Mayo, La Batalla 
(May 5: The Battle) from Mexican writer/ 
director Rafa Lara ( Labios rojos, La Mila- 
grosa). It’s a massive war epic re-enacting 
the French invasion of Mexico in Decem¬ 
ber 1861; the destruction of the Oaxaca 
Battalions through a huge explosion; 
and, of course, the May 5,1862, Battle of 
Puebla responsible for the unlikely defeat 
of what was then one of the world’s more 
lethal armed forces. (The battle’s also 
responsible, 150 years later, for a night of 
cheap Cadillac margaritas.) From Brazil 
comes Marcelo Machado’s documen¬ 
tary Tropicalia, whose title references 
the revolutionary artistic movement of 
the 1960s that clashed with traditional 
Brazilian music. NBFF’s Naylor calls it 
“phenomenal.” It screens with Paulo 
Miranda’s short De Outros Carnavais (Of 
Other Carnivals), which is about a couple 
that meets, falls in love and grows older 
over the course of several carnivals, with

From Chilean writer/director 
Elisa Eliash, it’s AquiEstoy, Aqui No (Here 
I Am, Here I’m Not), a “simmering, slow 
burner,” as Naylor puts it, about a jour¬ 
nalist who deals with PTSD from a near¬ 
death car accident through writing an 
unauthorized biography of a rock queen 
he falls hard for. Then tragedy strikes and 
he must find another muse. “It’s a fantas¬ 
tic, nice exploration of how to live a life 
well,” Naylor promises. 

The May 2 Closing Night Spotlight 
returns us back to the States with the 
buzzed-about The Way, Way Back, the 
directorial debut of Nat Faxon and Jim 
Rash, who also co-wrote the screenplay 
(as well as that 2012 Oscar-winning one, 
with Alexander Payne, for The Descen¬ 
dants). The Way, Way Back is about 
the unlikely friendship that develops 
between a laidback water-park manager 
(Sam Rockwell) and a 14-year-old boy 
(Liam James) experiencing a difficult 
summer. Said to be an homage to Meat¬

The best part about seeing the closer at 
the historic Lido in Newport Beach is you 
can stumble right into the Closing Night 
Gala that overtakes Via Lido Plaza, just 
as Coachella does to tumbleweed land. 
These are the second-steepest tickets 
($70 for film and party). All the above- 
referenced Spotlight films have associ¬ 
ated parties, generally at Fashion Island 
or a nearby restaurant.

The Sweet Smell 
of Sourdough 

Judy Fleenor returns to Santa Ana with 
Crave Restaurant & Cafe

T here was once a place in Santa 
Ana called Cafe Chiarini. It was 
fabled for its soups, salads, giant 
cookies and, most of all, enormous tri-tip 
sandwiches made from inch-thick, crusty, 
homemade sourdough and meat slowly 
cooked in a backyard smoker. Although 
open a few short months, it quickly 
became a popular lunch-time refuge for 
those who worked in and around the city. 
In an interview for our Stick a Fork In It 
food blog, chef Judy Fleenor revealed that 
cops and judges had developed an affinity 
for the egg-white omelets. The place was 
an unqualified success. I read reports that 
there were no days when there wasn’t 
a line that snaked out the door at noon. 
Customers ate lunch shaded by sails in 
an outdoor patio. The brick building even 
had its own art gallery of sorts. Then, 
last April, a little less than a year after it 
opened, Cafe Chiarini abruptly shuttered 
with barely an explanation. 

I never got around to eating there, but 
a year later, I’m sitting next to the bar at 
Crave, the restaurant that Fleenor just 
opened under the shadow of the Ronald 
Reagan Federal Courthouse, just down 
the street from Chiarini’s former location. 
It’s perhaps not as charming as the origi¬ 
nal, old building, but the brick walls here 
are unquestionably beautiful, historic- 
looking and provide a much-classier 
dining room than a restaurant serving 
sandwiches and soups would normally 
require. Besides, what’s more important 
to folks around these parts is that Fleenor 
is back. And as word gets around that 


Crave is Cafe Chiarini resurrected, the 
lunch-time queue will only get longer. 

From what I can tell, the menu is 
cribbed crumb-for-crumb from Cafe 
Chiarini’s menu. Sourdough is the basis 
for almost all that you consume—this 
is bread for the ages. Baked by Fleenor 
and supplied in excess, it has a crunchy 
outer crust mottled golden, shiny as 
though it were buffed with Turtle Wax; 
the tangy interior fluff is as moist as 
cake. Wherever you sit, you will be given 
a basket of it with butter. Order a soup, 
and you get at least two more crusty 
hunks to rip and dip into the liquid. And, 
of course, there are the sandwiches, 
which—because the loaf is hand-sliced— 
can be comically oversized. 

Yet no matter how lopsided the ratio 
of bread to filling may appear, you need 
every millimeter of this sourdough, espe¬ 
cially for the tri-tip dip. Griddled with 
butter, the bread is then stuffed with 
tender, thin-sliced smoked beef, caramel¬ 
ized onions and oozing provolone. You 
need the extra thickness because you’re 
going to slather nostril-searing horserad¬ 
ish all over it, then dunk the thing in au 
jus. Sliced half as thick, the sourdough 
wouldn’t hold up to the torture. 

The sandwich is gargantuan, and this is 
true of everything here. Any whole sand¬ 
wich is more than enough for two and 
comes with either bagged chips, a pasta 
salad I found superfluous or a bowl of 
fruit that’s probably the most calorically 
prudent side dish considering the size of 
your sandwich. 


In her tuna and turkey sandwiches, 
Fleenor does nothing special with the 
protein, but she uses thickly cut toma¬ 
toes, a slice of sharp Cheddar, a swipe of 
a house herb aioli and, most important, 
fistfuls of peppery arugula to fill in the 
rest. Her pork-melt sandwich is sopping 
wet and juicy, full-flavored and worthy 
of North Carolina. Her so-called Spicy 
Red Curry Pork sandwich is even better, 
with a vaguely Indian flavor and pink 
rings of pickled onion. But when you 
order the grilled cheese, make sure the 
ultra-chunky tomato basil is the soup of 
the day—it has a similar Indian accent 
in its spicing and a sprig of fresh basil 
as garnish. 

If you choose to order a salad instead, 
be aware that those, too, are served 
in unreasonable portions. The spring 
salad had enough blubbery goat cheese, 
balsamic, blueberries and strawberries 
to last nearly three meals. And when 
I went with three friends to share the 
Cobb, Fleenor split the normally wash- 
basin-sized bowl into three separate 
plates. Each plate held an ample serv¬ 
ing, with a whole hard-boiled egg per 
share and enough bacon and chicken to 
require another thimble of homemade 
Ranch dressing. 

I never got a chance to talk to Fleenor 
during my three visits. She was too busy. 
But one night, I had a chat with Fleenor’s 
husband at the bar. He was in the middle 
of talking about the Redhook Mudslinger 
he’s particularly proud to have on tap 
when I took the opportunity to finally ask 
him, “You guys used to be at Cafe Chia¬ 
rini; what happened there?” 

“Partnership dispute,” he replied, and 
we left it at that, changing the subject 
back to beer. I figured he didn’t want to 
dwell. They’ve clearly moved on to bigger 
and better things.

A s much as I want our local mom-and- 
pops to succeed, I worry once they 
start expanding because growing an empire 
almost always comes at the cost of qual¬ 
ity—just ask the Romans. Some places, 
such as Bruxie and Banh Mi Che Cali, seam¬ 
lessly transform into mini-chains; others (I'm 
looking atyou,Taqueria de Anda) insult the 
memory of what made them so successful 
in the first place. Here's hoping Full Moon 
Sushi continues to be in the former category 
as the owners slowly plot their conquest of 
the county. 

Their trio of places falls at the sushi 
crossroads between the intimacy of a family- 
owned joint such as Wafu of Japan and the 
club-like atmosphere of an RA or the thank¬ 
fully gone Geisha House. So you're going to 
find a mostly young workforce and clientele 
chowing down rolls above the din of club 
music or televisions, everyone grubbing and 
checking iPads during a lunch break—but 
the men behind the bar can omakase with 
the best of them, while the house rolls are 
legitimate constructions. The namesake 
roll—salmon, tuna, whitefish, shrimp and 
crabmeat stuffed with avocado, deep-fried, 
then slathered in ponzu sauce and topped 
with smelt—reads as though it's a deep- 
trawling documentary butties together 
beautifully, each jewel of the sea perfect, the 
smelt adding a bold brininess. An albacore- 
garlic roll wonderfully reeks of the latter 
thanks to a deep-fried sliver confidently 
placed on top that slowly drips down to the 
plate; the jalapeno-spiked yellowtail doesn't 
tone down the heat. Most of the tables order 
an army of sushi, but make sure to slurp 
down some of the good udon and better 
bowls—the poke in particular, while not the 
best in OC, certainly belongs in a conversa¬ 
tion about the five finest in the land. 

Because the place is so young, Full Moon's 
audacity is driving its success; it has yet to 
become ossified a la Lee's Sandwiches. I'm 
used to finding daily specials haphazardly 
tacked onto papers in Japanese restaurants, 
but Full Moon's secrets are as ponderous 
as the Eye of Providence that serves as its 
logo—besides what's on the chalkboard and 
the walls, ask the waitresses for the secret 
secret menu. So again, Full Moon: Go march 
through the rest of OC—you've taken your 
sweet time, having debuted with the Foun¬ 
tain Valley original in 2001 and not opening 
another spot since the Tustin branch in 2009. 
But por favor, never lose the talent and charm 
thaty'all currently shovel out like so many 
appetizers of edamame.

Brooke Des Prez of Sidecar Doughnuts & Coffee

hen we gave Brooke Des 
Prez the option of meeting 
somewhere besides the much- 
anticipated Sidecar Doughnuts & Coffee, 
she requested Noah Blom’s ARC at the 
OC Mix. It was at that moment we knew 
she had her finger on what’s trending. We 
couldn’t turn down a wood-burning oven 
and flaming cocktails with our interview. 

Why doughnuts? 

Because every culture has a fried dough of 
some kind—churros, beignets, malasadas, 
etc.. It’s a snack with a universal appeal! 
How did you select Costa Mesa as where to 
open your storefront? 

It’s a vibrant community with a need for 
good food. Also, it’s my hometown. 

Your earliest food memory: 

My grandmother’s watermelon pickles. 
We used to go visit [my grandparents] 
and the Spokane County fair every sum¬ 
mer growing up. They would just cut off 
the rind and pickle them in vinegar and 
sugar. They’re just delicious. They used 
to sell them in stores years ago. I make 
them occasionally. 

Favorite meal growing up: 

Onigiri [Japanese rice balls]. We had 
a family friend who was Japanese and 
brought these to all our gatherings. I 
loved them! That’s when I fell in love 
with sushi rice. I used to be teased 
because I would eat so many of them. 
Where was your most recent meal? 

Eat Chow. Curry chicken salad—super-good! 
Your best recent food find: 

The fennel blossoms and pollen growing 
in the field next door. 

Most undervalued ingredient: 

Salt. It’s just amazing what that little 
ingredient totally brings [to a dish]. 

Let’s talk about the huckleberries used in 
some of your doughnuts. What makes them 
so special? 

Huckleberries grow in the wild and are 
not cultivated. They really taste like the 
forest they are grown in, sort of tart and 
sweet. Perfect! We put them in the dough 
as well as in the glaze of our huckleberry 
doughnuts. It’s a huckleberry explosion. 
What is your beverage of choice, and where 
do you get it? 


Tea and coffee—Stumptown, of course!— 
brewed at home. 

Tell us about Stumptown Coffee. 

Its core values are quality, knowledge and 
relationships. And it has the best coffee! 
We heard the freshness factor is limited 
on your product to a couple of hours. Is 
that correct? 

Yes, our yeast doughnuts are best straight 
out of the fryer. We do not use any pre¬ 
servatives or stabilizers that prolong shelf 
life. This makes for a very tasty doughnut 
and is the reason we fry every hour. I 
must say, though, that I have eaten them 
the next day after a quick pop in the oven 
with delicious results. 

One food you can’t live without: 

Butter. It makes everything taste 
better. Especially Plugra; it has a 
higher fat content. 

Best culinary tip for the home cook: 

Keep it simple. 

What took so long for you to open? 
Electricity! We were supposed to be open 
last year. Everything was moving along 
fine, then Southern California Edison 
came in and said it was all wrong. We had 
electricity; it just wasn’t to code, and it 
wasn’t quite enough. 

Any experimental misses when coming up 
with flavors? 

Cheesy-grit doughnuts are not so good. It 
could work, just not right now. 

Favorite chef: 

I have several—Magnus Nilsson because 
one of the items on his menu is “a little 
lump of very fresh cheese, floating in a 
warm whey with one petal of lavender.” 
Donald Link because his Cajun food is 
culturally rich and brave. Kobe Desram- 
aults because his Flemish food is beauti¬ 
ful, pure and from his garden. 

Favorite places to eat (besides your own): 
Jitlada in LA has really great Thai food. 
And, of course, In-N-Out—animal-style, 
protein-style. 

You’re making breakfast. What are 
you having? 

Eggs. The perfect food. I like them really 
whipped, with lots of butter. 

Weirdest customer request: 

Catering a Halloween party. The host 
went all-out. We served cauliflower brains 
and eyeball punch, and we wore costumes.

I ’ve been so happy to see El Fortin 
grow since first reviewing the Oaxa¬ 
can restaurant in 2002. When I first 
went there, the dive was a bare-bones 
room with a small menu and scruffy 
floors. Nowadays, the original location 
(the second is in Stanton, and a third is 
in Chino) has an ice-cream bar, a mini- 
panaderia, a CD rack, even a business 
right across the parking lot that helps 
people ship packages back to lapatria. 
More important for our purposes, El 
Fortin’s food quality has not suffered; 
rather, it’s improved with age, with the 
menu expanding to its current encyclo¬ 
pedic size. 

The establishment is more popular 
than ever, luring people from across OC, 
especially from the professor base at Cal 
State Fullerton, where I currently teach. 
I met up with a professor for breakfast 
recently, which happened to be the 
only time of day I had never eaten at El 
Fortin. The restaurant always served 
morning meals, but sometime in the 
past couple of years, it snuck in the most 
deceptively brilliant breakfast platter in 
la naranja : black beans covered lightly in 
cotija, rice and fried quesillo smothered 
in salsa. 



That’s it. None of the complexity 
of the moles or the Baroque excess of 
a tlayuda; this platter is spectacular 
because of its simplicity. While the 
beans and rice are as good as they can 
get, the fried quesillo is as wondrous as 
Monte Alban: the milky native fromage 
of Oaxaca now with a light crust, bob¬ 
bing in tomato salsa that slowly spreads 
its heat. The dish is coupled with hand¬ 
made tortillas as large as hubcaps. At a 
preposterous seven bucks, El Fortin’s 
desayuno of champions is bueno —and 
sometimes, brevity is all that’s needed 
to describe brilliance.

The same goes for the soju cock¬ 
tails at the new TruSushi 'n Fish Beer 
& Sake Bar. They're given a myriad 
of fanciful names, such as Dream 
Machine, Juicy Fruit and Mango 
Tango, and poured into glasses 
tall, squat and curvy; he full 


spectrum of colors are represented by all 
five on offer. 

Of them all, the Crazy Rock might just 
be the perfect thing to imbibe with nigiri 
and rolls. 




THE DRINK 

It's a two-toned drink 
made with lemonade and soju 
that's served in a champagne 
flute and garnished with not 
one, but two maraschino cher¬ 
ries. The Crazy Rock doesn't 
taste like lemonade or soju, but 
rather something akin to a weak, 
alcoholic energy drink, somehow 
effervescent without being fizzy.

The rebranded Lona’s City Limits Cantina isn’t quite a 

cantina, but still a charming dive 


Long Beach Lunch

J ust a few short months ago, Lona’s 
City Limits Cantina was called 
Lona’s Wardlow Station. It was a 
Long Beach dive bar of epic proportions; 
warm beer was served in large, frosty 
glasses, karaoke songs were belted out 
with blue-collar bravado, and a claw 
game in the corner (called “Lobster 
Zone”) was filled with live lobsters, 
which often kept animal-rights protest¬ 
ers outside for days at a time. 

But that’s the way locals liked it. 
Owner Lona Lee—an old, tough broad 
with decades of experience helping the 
city’s locals get drunk—never seemed 
bothered by the things that kept all but 
her trusty regulars at bay. Then, the 
TV show Bar Rescue came in, fired her 
entire staff and proclaimed her Ward- 
low Station to be a “bottom of the bar¬ 
rel” joint. 

A fresh coat of paint and one 
destroyed lobster machine later, Lona’s 
(pronounced “Lana”) is a rebranded ver¬ 
sion of itself: still full of charm, but with 
significant upgrades that now only add 
to its mass appeal. 

Though not a true cantina in the 
Mexican (or Star Wars ) sense of the 
word, Lona’s City Limits Cantina was 
given a vaguely Latino concept by the 
Bar Rescue team. The new name hypes 
both the fact that the building sits half¬ 
way in Long Beach and halfway in Signal 
Hill, as well as its new all-day “border- 
themed” specialties, including albondi- 
gas soup, chile verde and fajitas. 

Since the place opens at 6 a.m., lunch 


can happen whenever you start drink¬ 
ing. I love heading over on the weekend, 
when pounding a few schooners of PBR 
is an all-but-required way to start your 
day in Long Beach. By the time you order 
the third, food becomes necessary, and 
it doesn’t matter much that there is nary 
a Mexican in sight— albondigas and an 
order of enchiladas sounds good. 

With a chicken-broth base and heaps 
of carrots, potatoes and celery, the sup¬ 
posedly Latino-style meatball soup is 
anything but abuelita’s version. But 
the wonky-looking albondigas—hand- 
formed, with white rice inside—bring a 
savory touch that saves the soup from 
being a matzo ball rip-off and makes 
up for the lack of spice often found in 
homemade versions of the dish. 

The hearty enchilada combo plate 
comes heaped on new stoneware, with 
rice (containing surprisingly warranted 
mini-chunks of potato) and refried beans 
desperate for some salt and pork fat. The 
red sauce is the only thing at the new 
Lona’s with even a hint of Mexican heat, 
and I secretly wished it had been driz¬ 
zled over the whole shebang instead of 
just the two tortillas stuffed with well- 
seasoned shredded beef. 

If the thought of eating gabacho-Mex 
makes you cringe, don’t worry. Easily 
avoid Spike TV’s makeover by ordering 
a ballpark-stand burger, a Reuben sand¬ 
wich or a tuna melt—all of which remain 
on the menu in homage to the working- 
class clientele that continues to support 
Lona in all her bar’s incarnations.

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Home’s Cookin’ 

Locally made or -tinged films get their due at NBFF

I haven’t seen any of the locally made or 
-tinged Newport Beach Film Festival 
(NBFF) entries I’m about to throw 
down, but don’t let that stop you from 
checking them out. Some have stories 
about their making that sound worthy of 
turning into their own films 

Take Cherie Kerr’s zany first film, 
We’ve Got Balls, making its world pre¬ 
miere during the 14th NBFF, which runs 
April 26 to May 2. She’s the founder of 
the Orange County Crazies comedy- 
improvisation troupe and one of the 
original Groundlings of Los Angeles. 
She’s also the mother of Drake Dore- 
mus, whose first full-length feature, 
Spooner, followed its Slamdance world 
premiere with a slot at NBFF 2009, as 
his follow-up Douchebag did at NBFF 
2010 after miraculously making the 
U.S. Dramatic competition shortlist at 
Sundance 2010. (Doremus claimed that 
prize in 2011 with Like Crazy, and his 
latest, Breathe In, won worldwide the¬ 
atrical distribution shortly after playing 
Sundance last January.) 

The plot thickens: We’ve Got Balls— 
think David vs. Goliath if Goliath were 
a greedy developer and David an Every¬ 
man trying to save a small-town bowling 
alley—stars Andrew Dickler, the Spooner 
editor who was tapped to play the lead 
in Douchebag, his first acting gig. Give it 
up to the guy: He really did convince you 
he was a douchebag in that flick. This 
time, Dickler’s stepping into the role of 
hero (or would-be hero—don’t want to 
give anything away). 


Filmed at Fountain Bowl in Fountain 
Valley and locations nearby, We’ve Got 
Balls is, according to Kerr, “a quirky 
comedy that imparts a tender message.” 
Amanda Salazar, the NBFF programming 
director con-Kerrs: “It’s a charming little 
film,” she told me. “We’re really excited 
about it.” 

“Very cool for Cherie,” reacted Ben 
York Jones, when asked what he thinks 
of Kerr’s film getting a NBFF nod. 

“She’s done a lot for the world of com¬ 
edy and the arts in OC, and that she 
continues to expand her reach makes 
me really happy.” 

As a young teen, Jones worked with 
Doremus on original youth-theater pro¬ 
ductions in the OC Crazies theater space 
in Santa Ana. They also made short films 
they’d later project onto a wall of the 
Corona del Mar home of Jones’ grand¬ 
parents for potential “investors” so they 
could cover festival entry fees. Doremus 
later went off to the American Film 
Institute in LA and Jones to the Chap¬ 
man University film school. They later 
reunited, with Jones essentially being an 
extra on Spooner, playing the co-lead lit¬ 
tle bro in Douchebag, and co-writing with 
the director Like Crazy and Breathe In. 

Jones also directed music videos in 
Los Angeles with a fellow film-school 
classmate, Joseph Armario. He was a 
producer on Armario’s 11-minute film 
NSFW, which plays before the documen¬ 
tary Terms and Conditions May Apply 
at NBFF 2013. NSFW is about 12 people 
unwittingly divulging their addictions 


on their mobile devices and the Internet 
before a visionary hacker untethers them 
all at once. 

“Playing NBFF is a homecoming for 
both of us,” says Jones, who now resides 
in Echo Park. “I can’t wait to be home 
for it. I’ll be wearing my Ducks jersey all 
festival long.” 

Another Chapman alum who shot a 
full-length feature in Orange County 
picked up by NBFF programmers is 
Doug Penikas. In Blood Type: Unknown, 
a college freshman wants to write nov¬ 
els, but her parents are pushing her to 
follow daddy’s footsteps and become 
an accountant. After getting in a heated 
discussion during her creative-writing 
class with a popular bad boy, her life 
changes forever. Seems the chap is 
much, much older than he appears. 

As much as I want to check out 
We’ve Got Balls, NSFW and Blood 
Type: Unknown— watch what comes 
back when you type that into a search 
engine—the film with local goodness 
that really has me psyched is action- 
sports entry The Signal Hill Speed Run. 
Jon Carnoy and Michael Horelick’s new 
documentary focuses on the short-lived, 
annual, Long Beach-adjacent event that 
drew crowds of more than 5,000 people 
and national television coverage from 
1975 to ’78. Egged on by the Guinness 
World Records TV show, skateboard 
promoter James O’Mahoney found 
daredevils willing to hurl themselves 
down a steep street track—until one 
stuntwoman nearly died in a 60 mph 
crash. How is this for local ties? The 
1975 champion, Guy Grundy, grew up 
in Huntington Beach, where ’77 champ 
Dave Dillberg rode the pier surf breaks 
after returning from Vietnam. Roger 
Williams, the ’78 crown winner, also 
lived in Huntington Beach. Racer Herb 
Spitzer is from Anaheim Hills, which 


is where many competitors practiced, 
including Chuy Madrigal. 

Because Orange County is a mecca for 
action sports, you tend to find local hooks 
in many of the festival entries in that cat¬ 
egory. Newport Beach resident and big- 
wave surfing champion Peter Mel appears 
in Joshua Pomer’s new documentary, 
Discovering Mavericks, about the pioneer¬ 
ing riders of the legendary Bay Area break, 
while Costa Mesa action-sports lifestyle 
magazine What Youth and the like- 
minded San Diego-based brand Reef pres¬ 
ent Kai Neville and Victor Pakpour’s Any¬ 
thing Sing, which allows Luke Davis, Nick 
Rozsa, Conner Coffin, Mick Fanning, Beau 
Foster, Ford Archbold and Shane Dorian 
to truly express themselves. Gnarly. 

From action sports, you can run 
counter to a sport with action thanks to 
Randy Hamilton’s Touchdown Newport, 
which shows how 26 years of football 
futility ended at Newport Harbor High 
School with the arrival of coach Ernie 
Johnson. Members of Johnson’s 1970 
squad, coaches and cheerleaders return 
to revel in their glory days as Sailors. 

By the way, did I mention NBFF chief 
executive Gregg Schwenk is a Sailor? His 
programmers made sure to tell me. 

Touchdown Newport screens with 
What It Takes, Rick Davitt and Mark 
Powell’s documentary on the water-polo 
program at Mater Dei High School in 
Santa Ana. How does the coach follow 
four consecutive state championships, 
an undefeated season and two team cap¬ 
tains graduating? By sending his young 
players off for U.S. Navy SEAL leader¬ 
ship training. (Pity the opposing player 
who resembles bin Laden.)

LORDS OF SALEM After two Halloween 
remakes, rock star turned filmmaker 
Rob Zombie has penned a somber, 
surprisingly tame tale of witchcraft 
and possession that may trigger unin¬ 
tended giggles among even his most 
devoted admirers. Sheri Moon Zombie, 
the director's wife, stars as Heidi 
Hawthorne, a Salem, Massachusetts, 
radio DJ who begins hearing voices 
and having bloody visions after listen¬ 
ing to a heavy metal LP given to her 
under mysterious circumstances. 

Her neighbors are three witches 
descended from a 17th century coven 
determined to call forth the Devil, 
who's looking to find the right woman 
to give him a son and heir. Zombie 
takes all this very seriously, staging 
flashbacks to unholy ceremonies 
that feel disturbingly authentic, while 
surrounding Heidi—a disappoint¬ 
ingly timid character—with decrepit, 
corpulent demons we can see but 
she cannot. The movie is eerily photo¬ 
graphed (by Brandon Trost), but never 
suspenseful or scary, and eventually, 
events descend into goat-sacrificing 
silliness. Any fun to be had here 
lies in spotting the many old-school 
character actors Zombie has hired, 
from Bruce Davison and Dee Wallace 
to Meg Foster and Maria Conchita 
Alonso, all of whom have faced their 
fair share of movie monsters over the 
years—to far more memorable effect.

OBLIVION The good news: Here's a lav¬ 
ish, serious science-fiction picture, 
one that on occasion transcends 
big-budget hit-making convention to 
glance audiences up against grandeur. 
Joseph Kosinski's Oblivion, based on 
his own graphic novel, is one of those 
futuristic puzzlers whose dramatic 
energies are most invested in the slow 
revelation of its own premise. You'll 
doubt the initial set-up—it's 2077, and 
the Earth has been nuked in humanity's 
defeat of an invading alien force—the 
second the hero mentions having 
recently had his memory wiped and 
that his wife has been "assigned" to 
him. Which brings us to Tom Cruise, 
the not-good news, that plot-moving 
app producers can download for their 
blockbusters but is still stuck with the 
usual bugs. He models sunglasses, 
races dirt bikes, and runs like a .gif 
titled "Tom Cruise Running." He's 
called Jack Harper—is there a spigot 


in Hollywood that dispenses action 
hero names? and each day he zips 
down to Earth from his home in the 
clouds, a Frank Lloyd Wright casserole 
dish speared atop a Jetsons pole. With 
the rest of our kind sent off to live on 
Titan, Harper traverses a ruined U.S. 
to monitor and repair the patrol drones 
designed to protect well, what exactly 
they're protecting is a third-act revela¬ 
tion you'll just have to wonder about 
until Harper finally does so himself. 
(The Cruise app never thinks more 
than required.) At its best, as Harper 
explores a cratered library, Oblivion 
takes on the immersiveness of video 
games. Here's your cypher/avatar, 
picking through a wide-open alien 
environment, with time given for you to 
savor the world around you. But then 
come the twists and explosions. (PG- 
13) Alan Scherstuhl. Countywide.

THE CALL WWE Studios, the film 
production arm of World Wrestling 
Entertainment, breaks from its usual 
target audience of guys who like films 
about shirtless, muscley men with 
The Call, a suspense thriller starring 
adequate actress and Academy Award 
recipient Halle Berry as an overcom¬ 
mitted, hotshot 911 emergency opera¬ 
tor. When she makes a rookie-level 
error that costs a teenage girl her life, 
she opts to hang up her call center 
headset—until the girl's killer kidnaps 
another teen victim. Locked in a car 
trunk with a prepaid cell phone, she 
calls 911. The middle third of the film 
comprises the phone call, a tight 40 
minutes in which the girl, guided by 
Berry, deploys the contents of the 
trunk (screwdriver, paint roller handle, 
cans of white matte finish) to make her 
kidnapper's vehicle more conspicuous 
while Berry presses her for details she 
can relate to the police. In a nod to 
the studio's usual demographic, two- 
time WWE tag-team champion David 
Otunga plays officer Jake Devans, 
though fans hoping for spinning head- 
lock elbow drops or backflip kicks will 
be disappointed. When the emergency 
call ends, Berry drives out to the crime 
scene the cops traced down and goes 
all Clarice Starling inside the spooky 
cabin where the bad guy keeps his 
Saw basement, which has to be seen 
as a departure from the film's thin blue 
line of realism, or the workaday reality 
that WWE became known for when 
the Undertaker defeated Kane with 


his signature Tombstone piledriver at 
Wrestlemania XX. (R) Chris Packham. 
Countywide. 

THE COMPANY YOU KEEP It's time, 
apparently, for the aging ghosts of '60s 
radicalism to once again take stock 
of their sins and compromises. Once 
it gets its walkers moving, Robert 
Redford's The Company You Keep 
nearly plays like a green-granola- 
lefty counterpart to The Expendables, 
a Hollywood Elderhostel reunion 
crowded with septuagenarian icons 
looking back on the righteousness and 
failures of the Nixon-'Nam era with 
rheumy retirees' eyeballs. The story, 
from Neil Gordon's novel about the 
contemporary fate of a few surviving 
Weather Underground fugitives, all 
but blows a trumpet for how rad rad 
used to be. First Susan Sarandon's 
Vermont housewife, her kids all grown 
up, throws in the secret-identity towel 
and surrenders herself to the FBI; 
from there, the dominoes tumble, 
leading cub reporter Shia LaBeouf 
to uncover the similarly fake ID of 
Redford's upstate lawyer, sending this 
suede-faced ex-Weatherman running. 
The FBI closes in, LaBeouf's annoying 
snoop pesters every single other char¬ 
acter motivated only by his journalistic 
creed, and withering guest-stars (Julie 
Christie, Sam Elliott, Richard Jenkins, 
a phlegm-plagued Nick Nolte) emerge 
to crinkle and wheeze about the 
good old days of bank robberies and 
protests. Redford's noble Methuselah 
isn't just self-preserving—he's got an 
unseasonably preadolescent daughter 
to worry about, and a case for his own 
redemption to make. It's little surprise 
that The Company You Keep turns out 
to be politically chicken-hearted—the 
progressive cant we hear sounds 
idiotic, and political principles are 
seen as pathetic challenges to the 
demands of family and law and order. 
Redford succeeds only in defanging 
the idea of resistance altogether. Far 
from engaged, the film surrenders in 
an arthritic faint. (R) Michael Atkinson.

EVIL DEAD In this wittily gory remake of 
the revered 1981 debut of Ozthe Great 
and Powerful filmmaker Sam Raimi, 
five college-age friends go to the ol' 
cabin in the woods where the nerd of 
the group (Lou Taylor Pucci) commits 
a common camping mistake: reading 
aloud from a book of the dead. Cue an 
invisible demon that uses tree limbs to 
rape and thereby possess Mia (Jane 
Levy), who returns to the cabin eager 
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to slice and dice her friends, as well 
as her brother (Shiloh Fernandez). In 
a virtuoso feature debut, Uruguayan- 
born writer/director Fede Alvarez and 
co-writer Rodo Sayagues honor the 
motifs of the original, from the camera 
rushing pell-mell through the woods 
to signal the demon's arrival, to the 
deployment of a chainsaw in the final 
showdown. But the plotting as a whole 
feels fresh, as does the emphasis on 
women strong enough to defend them¬ 
selves. Alvarez also honors Raimi, who 
co-produced this remake, in another 
key way: The film's special effects are 
created with old-fashioned prosthet¬ 
ics and buckets of blood, which lend 
a horrifically tactile reality to such 
moments as when the possessed 
Mia slices her own tongue in two.

42 A likable hagiography as nuanced 
as a plaque at the Cooperstown 
Flail of Fame, Brian Helgeland's 
Jackie Robinson bio 42finds a politic 
solution to the challenge Quentin 
Tarantino faced last year with Django 
Unchanged: Flow to craft a crowd¬ 
pleasing multiplex period piece 
whose villain is, essentially, "all white 
people"? Helgeland solves this by—to 
flip a racist phrase of the day—show¬ 
ing us that Brooklyn Dodgers GM 
Branch Rickey (a phlegmatic Harrison 
Ford) is one of the good ones, a white 
guy who transcended his upbringing to 
become a credit to his race. In the first 
half, the big moments of drift past like 
parade floats: well-crafted, incidentally 
arresting, but not strung together into 
a dramatic narrative. Things pick up 
the closer Robinson gets to Ebbets 
Field—here a video-game recreation 
that never quite fools the eye. In the 
majors, we have a story, one that 
grows more and more compelling right 
up until the climax's ridiculously pro¬ 
tracted slow-mo baserunning. Some 
Dodgers revolt against Robinson's 
arrival, pitchers aim for his face, and a 
Philadelphia coach shouts "You don't 
belong here! Get that through your 
thick monkey skull!" A dusty intimacy 
distinguishes the baseball scenes, 
which are excellent, if abbreviated. 
Robinson's duels with pitchers are 
especially involving, both at the plate 
and on base, where he harrows the 
bastards like Bugs Bunny might Elmer 
Fudd. Chadwick Boseman (playing 
Robinson) mostly manages to play 
a flesh-and-blood man despite 42's 
attempts to present him as a statue 


just unveiled. Movingly, as Robinson 
suffers the white world's abuse, 
Boseman's eyes moisten, redden, and 
finally seem to scab over with anger 
and hurt. (PG-13) Alan Scherstuhl.

FROM UP ON POPPY HILL "It's right 
out of a cheap melodrama," one char¬ 
acter remarks in From up on Poppy 
Hill, after a particularly extreme twist 
of fate—yet this film's gentle storytell¬ 
ing manages to extract the emotional 
payoffs of melodrama without ruining 
one's suspension of disbelief. A film 
about fathers and children, and the 
way we use the past as a prism for 
the present, Poppy Hill is fittingly a 
collaboration between Japanese 
anime master Hayao Miyazaki (Spirited 
Away) and his son Goro (Tales From 
Earthsea). Our endearing protagonist 
is Umi (voiced by Sarah Bolger), a high 
school student in Yokohama, 1963. 

With an absent mother and a dead 
father, Umi has plenty of responsibili¬ 
ties, but adolescence being what it 
is, she's dragged into helping her 
crush, Shun (Anton Yelchin), save a 
local clubhouse from demolition. If 
the film was merely a depiction of 
adolescent longing, its portrayal of 
that state alone would be worth your 
$12—unconstrained by the limitations 
of the human face, the animators 
paint remarkably nuanced states of 
teenage distress onto their principals. 
(You may be brought back to your own 
pimple-laden past.) Yet Poppy Hill also 
explores Umi's attempts to identify with 
a father she barely knew for the sake 
of her own budding individuality, and 
Shuns attachment to the clubhouse 
out of respect for its past. Some 
third-act revelations may really test 
the scales of plausibility, but Poppy 
Hill ultimately is not about its story 
as much as the emotional states it 
probes. (Not Rated) Zachary Wigon.

NO PLACE ON EARTH Part The Diary 
of Anne Frank, part The Swiss Family 
Robinson, and part The Shawshank 
Redemption, No Place on Earth, about 
a Ukrainian Jewish family in WWII 
who hides from the Nazis by living in 
caves, has all the elements of a great 
story: an epic quest (survival), formida¬ 
ble obstacles (Nazis discovering each 
hiding place), and clever solutions to 
those obstacles (digging new exits, 
finding new caves). Unfortunately, the 
telling, by director Janet Tobias, is no 
match for the story. At the beginning, 
the film seems to be a documentary 


about a spelunker, Chris Nicola, who 
years later discovers the remains of 
one of the family's encampments and 
seeks survivors and relatives with little 
luck. But our luck is much better; with¬ 
out explanation, the family is suddenly 
narrating, and in a pastiche of styles. 

At times, some survivors, now in their 
dotage, give interviews; at others, 
Tobias re-enacts scenes, all narrated 
in voiceover, making it a feat just to tell 
who's talking, when, and whether what 
we're seeing is straight-up fictional. 
Those narrators aren't always the 
clearest storytellers, either, so viewers 
must often rely on the re-enactments, 
but Tobias keeps those shrouded in 
darkness, making the picture often as 
murky as the words. The stats relayed 
at the movie's end—the women, who 
unlike the men never left for food or 
supplies, hold the world record for the 
longest time spent in a cave—almost 
have more impact than the narrative.

NOTTODAY You'd be surprised how 
hard it really is to sit through a movie 
about human trafficking produced by 
the Orange County megachurch whose 
charter members include Richard 
Nixon's parents. It's not even funny. 

The makers of Not Today have decided 
that the best way to combat caste- 
abetted slavery in India is to throw 
together a sanitized, dramatically 
vacuous morality play about a spoiled 
young white guy from California who 
travels to the subcontinent for fun, 
has his conscience pricked, and, with 
phone counsel from a stateside John 
Schneider to pray about it, finally 
decides, "The very least I can do is 
get involved." The essence of writer/ 
director Jon Van Dyke's trudging 
contrivance is this: Having notified 
his chaste and chastising girlfriend 
(Cassie Scerbo) that church numbs 
his brain, cocky young Caden (Cody 
Longo) bolts from McMansionland to 
Hyderabad, hoping for a party. Instead 
he winds up scrambling to retrieve the 
sold-off young daughter of a desper¬ 
ate beggar (Walid Amini) he once 
rebuffed. When Caden finally calls his 
stepdad (Schneider) to ask for money, 
it's to buy the girl back. Presumably all 
that praying is what prompts the deus 
ex machina by which she actually gets 
rescued, and Schneider is right that 
God will also find a way to not hurt 
other kids: by allowing this message 
movie to get made! Its epilogue, a PSA 
with cast and crew appealing directly 
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for our support, is just sincere enough 
to obviate all that came before, if not 
make up for it. (PG-13) Jonathan Kiefer. 
Countywide. 

THE PLACE BEYOND THE PINES Blue 
Valentine director Derek Cianfrance 
makes a concerted stab at the epic with 
this two-and-a-half-hour roundelay of 
failed fathers and unloved sons trapped 
in a vicious cycle of emasculated 
rage. Ryan Gosling (and his chiseled 
abdomen) stars as a motorcycle stunt 
driver in a traveling carnival who, upon 
learning he's fathered an infant son, 
puts down roots in upstate New York 
and becomes an armed bank robber 
instead. He eventually crosses paths 
with a rookie cop (a terrific Bradley 
Cooper), who becomes the central 
figure of the movie's second act, a 
charismatic climber in a precinct full 
of dirty cops (one played—in a folly of 
typecasting—by Ray Liotta). Finally, 
it's 15 years later, and the sons of both 
cop and robber (excellent newcomers 
Emory Cohen and Dane DeHaan) find 
themselves sorting out their entwined 
destinies. Cianfrance's third feature 
has a go-for-broke, everything-l-ever- 
wanted-to-put-into-a-movie quality to 
it; it seems to have been conceived in 
a dazed rush after marathon readings 
of Aeschylus, Hemingway and Larry 
Brown. But while the acting is excellent, 
the metaphors are heavy, the plotting 
thin and repetitive. Sure to inspire 
indifference and cultish admiration in 
nearly equal measure, this extravagant 
mess may someday be reevaluated as 
a misunderstood masterpiece. (R) Scott 
Foundas. Countywide. 

6 SOULS In this silly but elegantly moody 
horror movie, Julianne Moore stars 
as Cara Harding, a psychologist who 
specializes in multiple personality dis¬ 
order. When her shrink father (Jeffrey 
DeMunn) brings her in to examine soft- 
spoken David (Jonathan Rhys Meyer), 
the patient soon displays an aggressive 
alternate personality named Adam. Cara 
is thrown for a horror-film loop when 
she discovers that the real David was 
murdered 25 years ago, and thrown 
even further when those close to her 
begin to die, only to turn up as one of 
David/Adam's alternate personalities. 
Screenwriter Michael Cooney ( Identity) 
has created a strong premise that even¬ 
tually sinks into third-act predictability 
as Cara's investigation leads her into 
chainsaw-massacre hill country, where 
a blind witch cures the possessed. Silly 
stuff, and not too scary, but Moore and 
Rhys Meyer make the journey worth¬ 
while. Perpetually tense, and endlessly 
resourceful, they're well matched and 
a pleasure to watch, especially in the 
early therapy scenes. Swedish-born 
directors Mans Marlind and Bjorn 
Stein demonstrate a gift for inspiring 
good actors, including Frances Conroy 
as David's mother and Nate Corddry 
as Cara's computer-whiz brother, and 
for camera moves so creepily smooth 
that you can practically feel the duo's 
deep longing to direct a remake of The 
Shining. (R) Chuck Wilson. Starlight

SNITCH Though Snitch loudly announces 
itself as a social-issues movie, its 
nominal outrage over the severity of our 
nation's sentencing laws for first-time 
drug offenders is quickly subsumed by 
a jacked-up narrative of a father going 
to extremes to save his son. Inspired 
by a real-life incident detailed in a 1999 
episode of Frontline, the film tracks 
construction-company magnate John 
Matthews (Dwayne Johnson) as he offers 
to go undercover to nab drug dealers in 
exchange for a reduced prison sentence 
for his estranged 18-year-old son, Jason 
(Rafi Gavron). The teenager, still appar¬ 
ently smarting over his parents' divorce, 
faces 10 years in jail for accepting a 
package filled with Ecstasy and refuses 


to concoct evidence against a friend to lessen his time behind bars. In order to assuage 
the hurt he's caused his firstborn, John, after reading the Wikipedia entry for "drug cartel, 
first has closed-door meetings with a federal prosecutor (Susan Sarandon)—her villainy 
signaled by both her childlessness and a snide remark about gay weddings—then drives 
1,000 miles in a semi containing mountains of coke secreted in cement bags. As the plot 
grows more and more absurd—Benjamin Bratt shows up as a drug kingpin named "El 
Topo"— Snitch reveals another kind of political agenda. After telling his co-conspirator 
in the blow setup that "there's no way I'm going to let either side dictate our fates," John 
stands in a gun shop, coolly assessing the arsenal that's his for the taking. (R) Melissa 
Anderson.

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The Noise Between 
the Silence 

South Coast Rep premieres a stunner of 
a play with Smokefall

I t’s fitting that South Coast Repertory is 
staging the world premiere of Noah Hai- 
dle’s heartbreaker of a play Smokefall, 
because years earlier, Jerry Patch, SCR’s 
former literary manager, told me that 
every great play, in some fashion, has to do 
with home. 

That holds up for most plays, but rarely 
is it approached from as many different 
angles as in Smokefall. There is a literal 
home in which the play is staged. There is 
a female’s womb, in which one engrossing 
scene is played out. There is a metaphysical 
home, with each character struggling with 
his or her place in the cosmos. And, finally, 
there is the search for home or a place in 
the ever-elusive stream of time. In fact, the 
concept of home is so engrained into the 
fiber of this play that, much like the criti¬ 
cally acclaimed HBO show The Wire, in 
which the city of Baltimore was truly the 
main character, the actual house in Smoke¬ 
fall can be seen in similar fashion. It’s the 
center of gravity that the elliptical orbits of 
the characters spin around, embracing and 
defying it, cherishing and fleeing from it. 

There are echoes of T.S. Eliot and Samuel 
Beckett, even a hint of Sam Shepard, in 
Haidle’s play, with its constant allusions to 
time, existential angst and wanderlust. But 
make no mistake: The real genius at work 
here stems from the frenetic imagination 
of Haidle, an astonishingly talented play¬ 
wright who has proven, with plays such as 
Princess Marjorie and Mr. Marmalade, he 
is a writer with vision and voice. This may 
be his best to date. The play’s ideas soar 
into the stratosphere, and its time-bending, 
character-shifting structure always seems 
to be throwing something new and fasci¬ 


nating at the audience, but it’s also firmly 
grounded in the business of being alive. It 
is a play with an enormous heart, which 
makes the breaking of that heart all the 
more emotionally arresting. 

We begin in what scenic designer Mar¬ 
sha Ginsberg has created to resemble a doll¬ 
house of sorts, a two-story, wood-paneled 
structure with four rooms whose innards 
appear exposed. The play’s narrator, called 
Footnote, gives us the lowdown on the four 
main characters: Violet, a very pregnant 
woman; Daniel, her husband, whom we are 
told quite early on will never see his family 
again; Beauty, an apparently well-adjusted 
teenager who just happens to eat dirt and 
newspapers and hasn’t spoken a word in 
years; and Violet’s father, a salty septuage¬ 
narian named the Colonel who is slowly 
losing his grasp on reality. 

The impending birth of Violet’s twin 
boys is obviously the centerpiece of this 
family dynamic, and while all four charac¬ 
ters eagerly await the new arrivals, there is 
an undeniable tension at work. We come 
to learn, through the ubiquitous presence 
of Footnote, the twins were a mistake, and 
they are absorbing everything they hear. 
This leads to the hilarious—and sober¬ 
ing-second scene. The twins, grown men 
(played by Corey Brill, who also plays Dan¬ 
iel, and Leo Marks, who also plays Foot¬ 
note) dressed in red-velvet dinner jackets 
and bowties, swear and bicker with each 
other and even have a trace of vaudeville 
in their rapport. They are quite advanced 
for fetuses, arguing about everything from 
Original Sin and post-structuralism to 
Dostoyevsky and the meaning of family. 

One is more optimistic than the other, who 


contributes the searing line that “Every 
life is just a little bit of noise between two 
silences.” But there is also an unbreakable 
bond between them; whatever happens 
“out there,” they swear undying devotion 
to each other—which makes what happens 
next so shocking and dreadful. 

Things get even weirder, if that’s possible, 
in the third scene. The Colonel (played by 
Orson Bean—yes, that Orson Bean) is now 
a man named Johnny, whose reason for 
being is to take care of a tree that has grown 
so large it has forced its way into the house. 
But Johnny is also a 79-year-old digging his 
own grave who is visited for the first time in 
years by the now-quite-vocal Beauty (Car- 
mela Corbett). Time is bending, characters 
are shifting, but even amid the often hilari¬ 
ous exchanges, there is a brooding sense of 
the avenger that is time lurking, ready to 
cast everything in its eternal shadow. Haidle 
seems to be stumbling for a satisfying con¬ 
clusion, but he doesn’t appear to pull it off— 
until you enter the lobby at the show’s end 
and everything is brought full circle. 

It’s heavy and heady, but it’s also filled 
with great humor, excellent performances 
all around, and a wonderful set-design trick 
pulled off by the aforementioned Ginsberg 
and director Anne Kauffman. What Haidle 
seems to be saying with Smokefall isn’t 
revelatory; it’s something every artist—hell, 
every human—struggles with: how to fill 
that noise between the two moments of 
silence. And, ultimately, it might boil down 
to what some hippie was alluding to in 
John 9:4: Work while the day is long, for 
the night of death cometh when no man 
can work. 

But while this isn’t exactly new drama¬ 
turgical ground, the way Haidle says it is 
profound, powerful and achingly sincere. 
We should all count ourselves fortunate 
that the noise Haidle is making between his 
two silences is music for the soul—in all its 
bitterness, in all its sweetness.

The Black- 
Helicopter Crowd 


L ast week, referencing the opposition 
to President Barack Obama's recent 
gun-control agenda, Vice President Joe 
Biden delivered a mocking line: "The black- 
helicopter crowd really is upset." he said. 

"No way that Uncle Sam can go find out 
whether you own a gun because we're about 
to really take away all your rights, and you're 
not going to be able to defend yourself, and 
we're going to swoop down with Special 
Forces folks and gather up every gun in 
America." The image seems utterly ridicu¬ 
lous, unless you experienced it for yourself. 

I grew up in a very small, rural town in 
Illinois, about 35 miles southwest of Chicago. 
It was pretty isolated in 1965; from my front 
yard, I could see a farm's silo and barn off on 
the horizon. 

My parents' old Chicago friends would 
sometimes visit us "out in the country." One 
time, some friends brought their daughter, who 
was about 9 years old, the same age I was. 
While the grown-ups were barbecuing and 
drinking highballs, she and I ran off to play. 

We wandered off into the old fallow fields that 
stretched toward that silo and barn. 

Half a mile from my house, we slipped 
through an old barbed-wire fence. While I 
was chewing on a long stalk of wild grass, 

I looked up into the clear-blue summer sky 
and saw a tiny black dot. I pointed and asked, 
"What's that?" As soon as I uttered those 
words, that black dot came straight down 
and was upon us. We both began to run as 
fast as we could toward my house. It seemed 
to be chasing us; I looked over my left shoul¬ 
der and could see only black, no sky at all. 

We came to that barbed-wire fence, and 
I thought that if we could just get through the 
fence, we would somehow be safe. 

Once we were past the fence, I turned to 
see a completely silent, solid-black helicop¬ 
ter hovering a foot over the wild grasses. It 
felt evil, and my sense was that there were 
men inside laughing, trying to kill us, but we 
escaped. We ran full-speed to my house. I 
was in a state of terror. 

This is a universe of high strangeness, and 
what we see and feel and experience is unique 
to each of us. Dismissing and invalidating those 
individual experiences, ridiculing those who 
question.. .well, that isn't working anymore. 
Special Forces "folk" are coming to invade us 
and destroy our freedoms, says the vice presi¬ 
dent. For once, I will take him at his word.

man with more aliases than a 
German spy, Eric Prydz is not 
only a chart-topping, Grammy- 
nominated, festival-headlining, multiple- 
record-label-owning producer/DJ, but 
he is also one of the few artists who 
has managed to bridge the gap between 
mainstream dance music and under¬ 
ground notoriety. “I always play as Eric 
Prydz and have only played as Cirez D 
once in the past before [this year’s Win¬ 
ter Music Conference],” he says. After

being offered a chance to play as Cirez D 
back-to-back with techno legend Adam 
Beyer, Prydz was approached by Ultra 
Music Festival to perform in March 
in Miami under that alias on a differ¬ 
ent stage in addition to his mainstage 
time slot. “I loved it because I can play 
all these records I normally don’t play 
because they are too dark or too techno. 
It was so much fun,” he says. 

Stepping away from the typical Beat- 
port Top 40 and sticking to his melodic 
take on progressive house music, in 
May 2012, he released his critically 


acclaimed, long-awaited, major-label 
debut, Eric Prydz Presents Pry da, 
which appeared at No. 5 on OC Weekly’s 
“Top 10 EDM Albums to Listen to 
Before You Die.” 

Including such successful tracks as 
“EveryDay,” “Pjanoo” and “Allein,” Pry- 
dz’s sets are the definition of a buildup, 
one that takes hours for any sort of drop, 
which makes them atypical of what you 
hear at most clubs and festivals. It’s a 
musical journey through synths, melo¬ 
dies and riffs, then the vocal hits, and it 
touches your soul as well as your dancing 
shoes. “I never really plan my sets or have 
a setlist,” says Prydz. “It depends on what 
mood I’m in and how I feel the crowd is.” 

Despite several hits and world- 
renowned performances, a well-known 
fear of flying kept Prydz in his London 
studio. But he braved a transatlantic 
flight to join the Identity Festivals bus 
tour across the U.S. as the headliner. 
After the Ultra Music Festival (consid¬ 
ered the EDM equivalent of the Super 
Bowl) gig, Prydz closed out the infamous 
Sahara Tent at Coachella Valley Music & 
Arts Festival on April 14 and will do so 
again Sunday. 

Instead of returning to his European 
hideaway, he recently moved to LA and 
started a residency at the dance-music 
mecca Wynn Resort in Las Vegas. “I had 
been living in London, where the win¬ 
ters are very dark, like those in Sweden, 
where I’m from. It’s the total opposite 


on the West Coast, and I love it,” Prydz 
says. “Plus, electronic music is so big in 
America it felt like a natural thing for me 
to move here.” 

Though he has been busy making lots 
of new music and hasn’t gotten to do 
much exploring in LA, he does say he 
loves the city’s restaurants, mention¬ 
ing Pastaio in Beverly Hills as one of his 
favorites. And Prydz is no stranger to 
Orange County: “When I played at the 
Yost Theater last year, it was actually a 
really nice evening, and I really enjoyed 
how amazing the crowd was,” he recalls, 
noting that larger cities are spoiled with 
big artists every week, so it’s not as spe¬ 
cial for them. 

Though his Coachella gigs are keep¬ 
ing him occupied, Prydz is planning a 
slew of big shows, one of which is sure 
to bring him back to OC. He’s certain 
that 2013 will be a huge year for both his 
Pryda and Mouseville labels; he will be 
releasing music on a more regular basis 
and working on some surprise collabora¬ 
tions. “Keep your eyes and ears open, 
and you will see,” he says. “It’s very 
unexpected, but it’s going to be cool.”

DJ Eric Prydz conquered his aerophobia to get to America and never looked back

The story of La Santa Cecilia’s Pepe Carlos

A t a March 30 event in Anaheim in celebration of jornalero 
Jose Ucelo Gonzalez, the National Day Laborer Organizing 
Network’s (NDLON) legal-programs director, Chris Newman, 
screened for an audience of activists a music video for “El Hielo (ICE).” 
The song—off the April 30 major-label, full-length debut, Treinta Dias 
(Thirty Days), by the Los Angeles-based, Latin Grammy-nominated, 
Latin, alternative band La Santa Cecilia—powerfully illustrates the

anxieties of living in fear of deportation. 
Among the undocumented cast members 
highlighted in the video, part of a collabo¬ 
ration between NDLON and the Americas 
Business Council and directed by Sleep 
Dealer’s Alex Rivera, was the band’s 
requinto and accordion player Pepe Carlos. 

It is with the release of this video—for a 
song the Weekly said could make a Know 
Nothing’s heart melt—that the musician 
has decided to go public with his immigra¬ 
tion status. “Over the past few years, [the 
country has] seen an increase in deporta¬ 
tions,” Carlos says. “It’s a way to come out 
and not be scared anymore.” 

The fear that grips the real-life protago¬ 
nists in “El Hielo (ICE)” is something Car¬ 
los has experienced firsthand. “In one sit¬ 
uation, I was pulled over in Lynwood for 
driving without a license around 1 a.m., 
coming back from a gig with a friend,” he 
recounts. “Our car was searched for an 
hour. The sheriff’s deputies treated us as 
though we were criminals. They hand¬ 
cuffed me, and I was taken to jail.” 

Going through such a harrowing 
ordeal influenced him to take an “undoc¬ 
umented and unafraid” stance. 

As La Santa Cecilia started gaining atten¬ 
tion for their superb musicality, Carlos’ 
sensitive status became an issue of concern. 
His fellow band members did not want to 
put him in a precarious situation. “We drive 
to Texas, but we take a longer route to avoid 
border patrol,” Carlos says. “We haven’t 
played in Arizona for the same reason.” 

Whenever there wasn’t a safer, alterna¬ 
tive route, Carlos stayed behind. He has 
had to miss a scheduled performance in 
Marfa, Texas, and could not accompany 
the band as they traveled through Mexico. 
“It’s beautiful to see the project grow, but 
when the band have to travel, it’s not easy 
to see them go,” Carlos says, pondering 
future opportunities in South America and 
Europe. “It’s killing my dream. That’s one 
of the hardest things I’ve had to deal with, 
being undocumented in this country.” 

The talented musician with a com¬ 
manding stage presence is originally from 
Oaxaca, Mexico; his parents came to the 
United States when he was just 6. As a 
now-30-year-old man, Carlos was almost 
ineligible for President Barack Obama’s 
Deferred Action for Childhood Arrivals 
(DACA) memorandum, which offers work- 
visa opportunities and a two-year deporta¬ 
tion buffer. “I barely got approved through 
deferred action,” Carlos says. “It takes 
a weight off your shoulders, but we’re 
looking for more. An immigration reform 
toward U.S citizenship would be much 
better. It’s time to take a stand.” 

In that spirit, La Santa Cecilia, fresh off 
performances in Austin, Texas, went into 
campaign mode. They recently appeared at 
immigration-reform events in Tucson, Ari¬ 
zona, as well as in front of the U.S. Capitol 
Building in Washington, D.C. 

In holding up the #NotlMore ban¬ 
ner in the video, La Santa Cecilia enlist 
themselves in a collaborative initiative 
among artists to confront the realities 
of unjust immigration laws. For Pepe 
Carlos, the prospects for immigration 
reform are just as eagerly anticipated as 
his musical accomplishments.

Mr. Big Shot 

S anta Ana's Kevin Parx is ready to step 
up to the charity stripe. The 23-year- 
old is a rapper by trade, not a b-baller, but 
he's hoping his forthcoming Freethrows 
mixtape, which is slated for a June 3 
release, will hit nothing but net just the 
same. Even so, he is guarded about his 
latest work, though he reveals the title 
is a metaphor that will make sense once 
people listen to the tracks. "I can't get too 
much into the details about it," he says. 

“I’m not telling my direct story, 
but there is a story to it that a 
lot can relate to.” 


When the Weekly checked in with 
Parx last October, he was busy preparing 
for the launch of Detroit Bar's quarterly 
hip-hop event, Sound Asylum—a sorely 
needed outlet for MCs such as himself. 
The next show will be held Saturday. 
"That's my bro Aliso Black's event," he 
says. "Basically, his idea behind it is hav¬ 
ing all the local MCs who he thinks are 
talented rotate and kill Detroit Bar. So far, 
it's been good." 

Born and raised in Santa Ana, Parx has 
been doing his thing to build and maintain 
the culture, hosting MC battle "The Riot" 
at Tough Times clothing store in the city's 
downtown area. "Around 150 people 
came up," the rapper says of a recent 
event. "It was a real good look." 

The store is next to the recording stu¬ 
dio where Parx and his Get Money Boy$ 
(GMB) production team placed the finish¬ 
ing touches on Freethrows. He hopes the 
approach will propel him to a whole other 
level. "I'm in a different place," he says, 
adding that with his three previous mix- 
tapes, "I was fumbling through life, strug¬ 


gling, not giving a damn where my next 
dollar came from as long as I got to it.... 

"Nowadays, I'm more business- 
minded," he continues. "I've got some 
of the best people around me with music 
shit, so there are no sudden moves. 
Everything I do is calculated." 

His squad is currently pushing the 
single "Respect" off Freethrows. Pro¬ 
duced by KY Piffa, whose credits include 
Trey Songz, the track displays Parx's 
more-than-capable delivery, and the beat 
lowers a boom that will get heads noddin'. 
"If I've been killing shit for five years or 
however long, motherfucker, pay atten¬ 
tion!" he says. 

And if they haven't been? "Move up 
outta my way, or get ran over!" 

Parx already has a music video ready 
for the second single, "One Roof," which 
he describes as something for the clubs, 
with the shoot reflecting good times and 
party vibes. 

He lets us pry a little more out of him 
about his mixtape, which includes collabo¬ 
rations with Flip Major and others. "I can 
tell you it's about relationships. It definitely 
has turned itself into a concept album," 
Parx says of the 15 tracks. "Anybody 
who's around my age, they all have drama 
and shit they go through with women. I'm 
not telling my direct story, but there is a 
story to it that a lot can relate to. 

"I'm always conscious of connecting 
with my actual demographic," he adds. 
"They're going to understand me by hear¬ 
ing my story and hearing the skits that go 
along with the project." 

Parx is definitely motivated to make his 
aspirations visualized. "I don't see nobody 
doing bigger shit than me," he says of the 
hip-hop scene in OC ."Freethrows\ n\W 
make it clear to everybody." 

He also hopes to transcend county 
lines, a function of his diverse, universal 
appeal. "I want to change the game up," 
Parx says. 'Ten years from now, OC will 
be respected."

Rack ’Em Up 


The Green Girl Saloon: classy, 
not trashy, beautifully ass-y 


M y Thursday night started beau¬ 
tifully, with first place in pub 
trivia at my favorite bar ever 
(which shall remain unnamed until 
my final column, which will happen 
sometime after Cyberdyne Systems 
goes loco). I told Turk I was going to 
Green Girl Saloon, and he should join 
me when his bartending shift was over 
at 9. When the owner came in to relieve 
Turk, the bartender told the owner he 
was going with me to Green Girl. And 
while the owner had just started, he 
piped up quickly with "I want to go.” 
Great boss! 

So we jumped in our favorite taxi 
service, Fat Taxi, along with two dudes 
I’ve never met (and have since forgot¬ 
ten their names). I had only been to 
Green Girl once, a few weeks prior, 
with my buddy and pub-trivia partner- 
in-crime Leo (team Charlie Bronson’s 
Cock for the win!). It was a mostly 
uneventful sausage fest—I was the only 
gal not behind the bar and fully clothed 
for that matter. And it made sense, 
since the Green Girl is Westminster’s 
legendary bikini bar; you can see the 
girls almost every week in our pages, 
courtesy of the bar’s lovely ads. Noth¬ 
ing against Green Girl’s ladies, but 
my favorite people-watching subject 
that first night was the dude in the Ed 
Hardy shirt who was overly stoked to 
hear “Thriller.” Get a room, bro. 

Thursday’s return with my bar bud¬ 
dies wasn’t much different—packed, 
but drama-free. “The first time I came 
here and saw a girl that wasn’t work¬ 
ing, I was thrown off,” Turk said. Girls 
for a night out on the town simply 
don’t go to Green Girl. The bar is akin 
to something you’d see on Mad Men: 
a place for gents to relax, watch some 
sports, down some drinks and stare 
at the scenery.

the decor—and 
not just the racks. 
It has a bright, 
vintage, English- 
pub feel complete 
with fox-hunting 
paintings, turn-of- 
the-20th-century 
advertisements 
and tin signs. But 
if you’re a stray 
girl, no worries: 
The bartenders made me feel welcome 
enough, and my gentlemen company 
enjoyed even more hospitality. 

This isn’t exactly the place for beer- 
lovers, as there are only a couple to 
choose from. Instead, have the gals 
make you a cocktail from the fully 
stocked bar (especially anything that 
requires a martini shaker, amiright?). 

With its clean, relaxed feeling, call¬ 
ing the saloon a dive is admittedly 
a bit of a stretch. Green Girl fits the 
description loosely, with its sketchy 
Westminster location, gals in lingerie, 
cheap drinks and cash-only policy more 
or less the only things dive-y about it. 
Yet this is what makes the Green Girl 
so wonderful: You’d think a bar filled 
with 90 percent testosterone and nice- 
looking boobies and buttcheeks spill¬ 
ing out would be asking for mayhem, 
but the men and gals alike are very 
well-behaved. It’s worlds apart from 
a competing bikini beer bar down the 
street affectionately dubbed by patrons 
as “The Petting Zoo.” More on that bar 
some other time. .. .
